—No Gold or Silver n Country. 


The currency situation In Germany, 


according to America) s who recently 
have returned from That country, is 
rapidly degenerating nto a condition 
where values are bein,c destroyed, and , 
where those who have money are keen- i 
ly intent upon turuJEfj It iato goods ] 
aod merchandise, which may be kept 
aatU snch time as money values are i 
restored and some semblance of order 
returns to financial afrairs, 


There is no gold or jtilver money any- 


where to be found, these returned 
Americans say, and -iven the copper 
and zinc coins which formerly were; 
plentiful have lone s'nce disappeared 
from ceneral circular! >n, and are only 
to be had uow npon ptiyment of a large 
premium. Foreign tioney is in great 
(iernnnfl. and It. too. sells at a l&rge 
premium,over its prj-war value. 'In 
fact, it is said, puopt** ir. Germany 
are wilTinc to accept almost anything 
In return for the many different kinds 
of paper .currency now circulating 
there. 


The paper money, which Is in far 


greater volume than over before, is of 
innumerable varieties. 
The govern- 


ment, through the Rilchsbaal;, issues 
notes In denominations of 1, 2, 5 10, 
•». 100 and 1,000 mirks. The cities 
and towns, ton, have recently taken to 
Issninc notes ID somt of these denom- 
inations, and. In achl tion, are putting 
into circulation greit quantities of 
small notes of 10 to'fO pfennig denom- 
ination. These emissions of the cities 
and towns circulate. 11 their face ralue, 
or something- approaching face value. 
only in tiiS municip Ulties which are 
responsible for them, and other mu- 
nicipalities, it is alleged, refuse abso- 
lutely to recognize fie Issues of their 
lister cities. 


American Trav-.'ler Annoyed 


One American, who has just got back 


from Germany, tells a story of having 
Changed a good part of his money at 
Coblenz iato the pap->r notes issued at 
that place. When he got to Cotogna 
his money was no good. Only by ac- 
cepting a heavy discount conld ha 
change it through a currency dealer, 
Into racaey which was current at Co- 
logne. Then, as his travels progressed, 
he discovered that t")e Cologne money 
had no value outsid'' of that city, and 
at Berlin he had to change It again, 
also at a discount 


ID Berlin there Is a tremendous 


amount of counterfeit money In circu- 
lation. 


The botshevfld played an important 


role In the clrculat on of counterfeit 
money In Germany. They first came 
orer and did a bl; business by ex- 
changing Bnssiau ruble currency at ri- 
diculous figures for German marks. 
When the German government stopped 
this It Is alleged the Bolshevist agents 
went back to Rnssli and calmly pro- 
ceeded to print mart notes, duplicating 
those Issued by the Ilelchsbaiis. These, 
It !s claimed, were .'.muggled into Ger- 
many by the carload. 


Germans Buying Jewelry. 


Many Germans, an American hankez 


who recently was there says, are fear* 
fnl that the mark vill continue to de- 
preciate for some tliae to come and are 
roylug Jewelry wherever it Is possible. 
They are also buying works of art, 
Tiaintings. and so -"orth. hoping that 
ultimately they will be able to dispose 
ol them to foreigners for foreign 
money. 


It ii forbidden to send money out ot 


Germany eicept with the special per- 
mission of the government agents at 
tic Relchsban's. 'ftis is extremely 
hard to secure anil only in special 
cases. But rich Germans, who feat 
the imposition of h'-avy taxes on capi- 
tal, as advocated by one of the new 
German ministers, i.re snuggling their 
tnnds into adjacent neutral countries. 
The smugglers arc ilemanding, and are 
letting, very high rewards for their 
•services. 


An American con'merda! affent who 


bss juat returned from Germany, by 
way of Holland, snys he heard of a 
case where a smuggler had carried oat 
of Germany 1,000,030 marks in paper 
notes and. under the terms of his con- 
tract, was only required to deliver 
850,000 marks at a bank in Holland, 
This same ban teCs of having ralied 
to an ex-officer of the German army, 
an aviator, who is rapidly getting rich 
by plying the trade of smuggler. The 
former German officer IB making rea- 
wnably regular t-ins. by airplane, 
across the German-Dutch frontier, car- 
rying German paper money upon which 
he collects 15 to 20 per cent commls- [ 
*lon. On bis retu,-n trips he brings j 
back with him foodstnffs and soap 
which sell at many times their value 
in the neutral countries.
